And thereby hangs a tale. 


Siki, an ebony Senegalese was the only fighter who 
had the audacity to fight an Irishman (Mike McTigue) 
in Dublin on the Sivinteenth of March., Youtre right, 
Siki Jest. . ; 


The colorful Mohammedan-born fighter was found , 
murdered in New York's Hell Kitchen with two bullets 
in his back. killer was never found. 


Siki’s real uame was buried in the sands of the Sahara. 
The records state he was adopted when 12 years of age by 
a Parisien actress and taken to the Riviera, Two years 
later the actress was killed and her Sencgalese page-boy 
in a bottle-green uniform was left alone in bewildering 
circumstances. 


He was fifteen when he started to box. He had 2 
brilliant war record, fighting with a colonial regiment 
in the French army. He won the Croix de Guerre and 
the Medaille Militaire, two of France's highest honors. 
Mis name was given as Louls Phal. 


He became a hard drinker. Ig. the ring he was awe- 
some with a leaping lunging style. He drew large crowds 
when fighting in France. : 


In the Carpentier fight, the debonair Frenchman 
toyed with Siki in the first four rounds. He went 
down several times. Once the bell saved him. Suddenly 
he changed Into a fearsome fighter. He poured fists Into 
Carpentier’s body and to his head. A folting left hook 
sent him inte the ropes a bloody mess. The referee 
never bothered to count. : 


He gave the decision to the Frenchman charging that 
Siki had tripped him. The crowd went wild. They shouted 
“crooks, outrage, frame-up.” Then the judges went into a 
hoddle—and reversed the decision. v4 


“A dramatic change came over Siki.. He was the . 
champien of the world of his division. He was supposed 
to live high. He did. He wore ridiculous flashy clothes. 
He decorated his ugliness with diamonds. He walked 
into expensive Paris restaurants with a delicate Parisien 
blende hanging en his arm.

Jnst for the record, the Davis Cup is a gleaming 
thirteen-Inch-high bowl named after one of the players of 
that famous afternoon, Dwight F. Davis, whe ordered a 
Boston silversmith to fashion the cup from 217 troy oances 
of silver.
